FILIPINO BILL 
WILSON URGED 


Pledee of Freedom With- 
in Specified Time Is 
Voted Down. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., May 1.—[(Spe- 
cial.J~Fresident Wilson suffered an 
overwhelming defeat tonight, when, by 
a vote of 213 to 165, the house of repre- 
sentatives recorded its opposition to any 
proposal! to fix a definite period of time 
within which the United States must 
withdraw from the Philippine islands. 

Notwithstanding the fact that only 
last Thursday the president personally 
appealed to the Democratic majority of 
the house to pass the senate Philippine 
bill, with Clarke amendment providing 
tor the hauling down of the American 
fag in not less than two nor more than 
four years, thirty Democrats refused to 
ebey the president's command. 

These insurgents, voting with a solid 
Republican minority, prevented the 
adoption of any amendment to the meas- 
ure setting a time limit on the American 
occupation.

Flow a low necked gown worn by “ Lady 
Lois,” her youthful granddaughter, 
awakened the anger of Mrs. Sarah H. 
Kellogg, whose $400,000 estate ia now 
being fought for in court, is recounted by 
Miss Caroline Schmitz, supervisor of 
nurses at Mercy hospital and formerly 
‘Mme.’ Kellogg's nureé, a deposi- 
tion filed yesterday in the Circuit court. 
Mme. Kellogg died some two years ago. 

*‘Lady Lois” is said to be about 20 
years old now. Her mother, Mrs. Lolz 
Kellogg, divorced wife of Pierpont Isham 
and daughter of Mme. Kellogg, is suing 
to smash the will, which, putting the 
most of the estate in trust for Mrs. Kel- 
logg, nevertheless directs the creation 
of a separate trust fund of $60,008 for the 
benefit of Miss Bertha Lund Beiden of 
2018 Prairie avenue, a friend of Mme. 
Kellogg. | 

Wants Entire Estate. 

Mrs. Keilogg wishes that the latter 
trust fund be abolished and that other 
small bequests be voided, so that she 
may receive the entire estate herseif, 
minus the attached strings. Mrs. Kel- 
logg declares that her mother, who, at 
her death in April, 1015, was 78 years 
old, was feeble in mind both in 1906, when 
she made her will, and in 1912, when she 
decreed the codicil for Miss Belden’s ben 
efit. ' : 

“I was employed by Mme. Kellogg 
ftom November, 1911, to June, 1912,” tee 
tifed Miss Schmitz. “Lady Loels, as 
Mme. Kellogg called her, visited us in 
Augusta (where we stayed for a few 
months) during her Christmas and Kast- 
er vacations. 

“Mrs. Kellogg did not approve of the 
clothes Miss Lois wore. Once Miss Leis 
had on a low necked gown and slippers. 
Mme. Kellogg objected. She grabbed 
hold of Miss Lois and pulled her around 
the room and pointed to her siippers and 
low neck. 


Spoke in Mineasttabies. 

“She could got voice her protest, for 
she could not speak, save only in mono- 
syllables. Also her right arm was 
lyzed, 

“Mme. Kellogg was very peevish gen- 
erally, and easily irritated. If my way of 
fixing her hair didn’t suit her she would 
pull all the hairpins out and tear it 
down; this occurred very frequently, If 
my way of fixing her hat waen't just right 
she would tear her hat off. 

“Once at the Congress hotel, whee we 
stayed when we returned from Augusta, 
Mme. Kellogg ran out into the hall with- 
out her hat. She wanted to go to her 
home af 1928 Prairie avenue. But the 
home had just been robbed. Mrs. Kellogg 
didn’t want her to find that out; therefore 
she didn’t want Mme. Kellogg to go. 

“But Mme. Kellogg was determined to 
go, and she ran out into the hall without 
her hat. She seemed to be under the im- 
pression that Mrs. Kellogg was going to 
sell the Prairie avenue house.”

Here’s His Tale. 

At the South Clark street station he told 
the following story: —~ , 

‘TI was born in Hamburg. Ashort time 
before the European war broke out I 
was employed at Buda-Pesth by the 
Baroness Lolosoln, who formerly was 
a Mies Vanderbilt of New York. She 
paid my passage to this country, and I 
landed here the fore part of August, 1014. 

I shipped as an ordinary seaman with the 
ssutne Fruit line, and sailed between 
New York and South American ports. 

‘‘'My health was not good and I was 
advised to quit the salt weter. 
to Buffalo, N. Y., just about a year ago 
and shipped on the Verona of the Pitts- 
burgh Steel company line. The boat was 
bound for Duluth. 

“When we got to the ‘ Soo’ soldiers 
bearded the boat at the Canadian locks. 
They searched for Germans who might be 
aboard. Being able to speak the French 
tongue I told the soldiers I was a French- 
man, They foundthe German and Amer- 
ican flags tattooed om my arm and that 


“ I wes dragged off the boat--an Amer- 
ican vessel, if you please—and made a 
Several days later I arrived at 
the city prison in Montreal. There I 
found several of my ill fated country- 
men in the same plight. 

* Outside the’ city of Montreal, twenty 
or twenty-five miles, I should think, is 
the concentration camp. Life in the 
trenches around Verdun was no worse 
than §hat which we poor, inoffensive 
Dutchmen had to bear during the severe 
We had no heat and very little 
Clothing. Straw was our bed@in the tents. 
The food was poor and scanty.. I could 
‘nut begin to tell you the hardships we 
were compelled to endure. 


Shoveling Snow. 


“They used to take us into Montreal 
and make us clean the streetg of snow 
We also had to do farm work and break 
stone for railroad ballast. My hands show 
the hardship I have passed through. 

“Last Thursday morning the 
awoke me to go after water. My prison. 
clothes were frozen stiff and I wae sick 
The guard struck me, knocking me down.

“One of my comrades, a big Berliner, 
wrenched the gun from the guard.

“ We all got away—about 200 ofus. We

FRICTION BETWEEN ENGLAND AND JAPAN. 
{From the Washington Post. } 

Count Okuma has been forced to take official 
cognizance of the growing bitterness in Japan 
against Great Britain. The demand for te can- 
cellation of the Anglo-Japanese treaty of alliance 
is becoming moge and more insistent, and the 
Japanese government may even be compelled. to 
jettison this treaty as the price of its own con- 
tinuance in power. * 

The alliance with Great Britain is a stumbling 
block in thé path of Japanese ambition tn China. 
The desire for tmmediate aggression against 
China is universal among Japanese, who sce the 
opportunity of a century fading before their eyes 
on account of the reluctance of their government 
to press the issue. China is beset with disorders, 
Yuan Shi Kai is being undermined by some of 
his own people, and the powers are so distracted 
that they cannot form a combination to protect 
China. Nothing would be easier-than for Japan 
to take the decisive step toward subjugating 
China.* . 

But the alliance with Great Britain requires 
that Japan shall consult with England on far 
eastern matters of such moment. It also gives 
England a voice in the decisions reached. There- 
fore the Japanese government cannot go forward 
as r@pidly as the people wish. It must try to 
swing the people around to the view that the 
treaty is of more value than the dazzling prize 
that lures them across the Yellow sea. The 
people of Japan cannot view the treaty in this 
light. They do not rely upon the good faith of 
Great Britain to such an extent as to believe that 
the British empire would fight for Japan. They 
cannot see why they should not take advantage 
of the situation created by the war and the revo- 
lution in China |

1. You should keep the policy you have. You 
eannot make or save money by changing. 
» There is no cheap or dear policy in Nfe ineur- 
ance. Buying insurance is buying an estate, 
and buying an estate is like buying a house. 
The price is the same whether is it paid for in 
one, ten, fifteen, or twenty payments, or in 
annual payments continuing throughout life. 
In life insurance the net premiums on each plan 
area precisely equal in present value to the 
‘* present value ’’ of the death benefit at age 
of entry, and this present value, or net single 
premium, is merely distributed in level amounts 
over any period selected by the insured. 
The cash value you are advised to take fs 
merely the reserve, but you are now getting all 
the interest that can be earned on investments 
of equal security. Part of the interest (3 per 
cent) is added to the reserve itself and the 
balance ts included in your dividends. If you 
take the cash value you will merely get the 
same return you are getting now, or get a lesa 
secure investment. ”

CHICAGO SALOONS FALL 
TO 84 BELOW NORMAL. 


Fifty-six Licenses Allowed to Lapse 
anc Doubt About Legal Standing 
of Twenty-eight Others. 


Chicago now has eighty-four less sa- 
loons than it had a year ago. With the 
expiration of the semi-annual license 
period yesterday it was found that filty- 
six licenses had been allowed to lapse, 


‘and there is a doubt about the légal 


standing of twenty-eight others. Fifteen 
of these were revoked by Mayor Thomp- 
son and probably cannot be restored dur- 
ing the new period. Transfer fees in 
connection with thirteen others have not 
been paid. The law department will pass 
a life or death sentence on the latter two 
groups. If the entire eighty-four are 
wiped out the total. number of saloons 
will be 7,066. For several years the total 
stood at 7,152. . 

Because prize fighting was permitted 
in Columbus hall abov@ the place, two 
licenses at 1835 West Van Buren street 
were revoked during the day by Mayor 
Thompson. J. J. Sullivan lost his res- 
taurant license, and Antonio Corroso his 
saloon license. Unescorted women also 
have been allowed in the saloon, and two 
holdup men recently were arrested in the 
restaurant. 

Mayor Thompson hae revoked 121 sa- 
loon licenses since Nov.1. Ninety-two of 
these 121 licenses have been restored to 
their owners; fourteen have been restored 
on condition that they. be transfererd to 
new owners, and fifteen have not been re- 
stored.

COLLEAGUES COMMEND HIM. 


The Circuit court yesterday won its fight 
for dignity and public reverence f0 its 
works when Judge Richard 8. Tuthill 
yielded to moral pressure and recanted, 
vacating his recent decision that Sir 
Francis Bacon wrote the books attributed 
to William Shakespeare. 

It was the view of a majority of the 
court that popular respect for the tribunal 
Would pot be increased by its appearance 
as umpire between scribblers three cen- 
turies deep in mold. In the return of a 
prodigal goat the average man may find 
&@ paraliel to the relief of mind experienced 
by the twenty justices wren Judge Tuthill 
consented to recal! h.s decision. 

It will mean in effect, as one expressed 
it, that the judges need no longgr feel 
sensit.ve to the laughter of American and 
European literary circles or the hand 
hidden smiles of brother jurists who have 
been more careful of their dignity. 


, What’s the Difference? 
“What the d—! difference does it make 
who wrote the works?” he said. “ We 
can't afford to be laughed at by the whole 
world! Nor only in Chicago but in all 
America and the rest of the civilized 
world this decision has caused ridicule.” 
The Circuit court of Cook county wears 
its dighity much closer the skin than do 
the courts of many other countries, as 
another judge pointed out in a little 
more labored way. He declared that the 
American mind is naturally a little irrev- 
erent and inclined to twist the most

Judge Jesse Baldwin, who admitted that 
he had started the agitation for removing 
the decision from the records of the Cir- 
cult courts, declared that Judge Tuthill's 
action In agreeing to vacate his decision 
was “very commendable.” 


Some Jurist’s Silent. 

He was joined in this opinion by Chief 
Justice Frederick A. Smith and Judge 
Lockwood Honore. Many others of the 
justices refused to comment on the case 
in any way. 

“I think Judge Tuthill in deciding to 
vacate his action did a commendable 
thing,’’ said Judge Baldwin. “I have 
nothing whetever against Judge Tuthill, 
and I respect him. I will not comment on 
his decision in the Bacon-Shakespeare 
controversy.\ Never at any time did I 
hint that he gras guilty of collusion with 
the attorneys\of Col. Fabyen or Col. Selig. 
I laid. the record of the case before Judge 
Sraith, and said it appeared as if there 
might have been collusion between the 
attorneys."’ 

Judge Tuthill’s comment that “ Tie 
mountain labored and brought forth a 
ridiculous mousé ” was repeated to Judge 
Baldwin. His mouth set for a moment, 


Shoots Back Retort. 

“That illustrates one type of men- 
tality,” he shot back. “If the Circuit 
court’s dignity is regarded only as a 
‘ridiculous mouse’ by some, be sure not 
all look at it in that light. I am inter- 


| ested vitally in the dignity of these courts 


and do not wish to have them made the 
butt of the civilized worid’s laughter.” 

Judge Smith probably will begin the 
hearing of the case anew today. As the 
evidence of both parties is already in, it 
is generally believed Judge Smith will 
find it necessary only to rewrite the de- 
cision to supersede the objectionable one 
handed down by Judge Tuthill. 


Goes to Old Comrade. 

“J heard of the meeting,” said Judge 
Tuthill after the session, ‘ and although 
I had received no formal notice of it, I 
understood that my old friend and com- 
rade of army days, Judge Smith, believed 
I had taken over a case under his juris- 
diction.

The general cash demand is reported 
slow. and the advance has been too fast, 
according to exporters. One leading 
broker here said that he had no orders 
or bids for any kind of grain yesterday. 
Cash prices were steady here and strong 
at Omaha, with a good demand reported 
fer all kinds of wheat at Minneapolis. 
Local sales were 20,000 bu. Some buaetinere 
was reported at the seaboard. Cash corn 
was steady to 4c up andoats were strong 
at %@ic up. Shipping sale# were 95,000 
bu corn and 115,000 bu oats. Country salee 
of corn and oats were not heavy. Kansas 
City reported sales of wheat for export 
at 100,000 bu. -Omahe reported a good 
demand for both wheat and corn, the 
latter demand coming from all directions.

Weather conditions northwest were 
much less favorable over Sunday, and 
there were reports of heavy snows in 
patts of North Dakota. A Larimore, N. 
D., message said not more than 60 per cent 
of the wheat would be put in through 
that section, Kempner & Co. had a 
message from Fargo, N. D., reporting a 
heavy snow, with the situationextremely 
discouraging. Precipitation over the 
three states and in Canada was quite 
general since Saturday, with a eharp 
Grop in temperatures. With the season 
already late, the buying demand was 
stimulated by the discouraging weather | 
conditions, which makes a further delay 
certain. The forecast was for rain or 
snow again in the spring wheat country.

Reporte were received from New York 
to the effect that eastern houses with a
